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DETAILED ACTION 

Election/Restrictions 

1 . Restriction is required under 35 U.S.C. 1 21 and 372. 

This application contains the following inventions or groups of inventions which 
are not so linked as to form a single general inventive concept under PCT Rule 13.1 .

Claim 22 being generic to all species of Group II will be examined along with the 
elected species. 
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The groups of inventions listed above do not relate to a single general inventive 
concept under PCT Rule 13.1 because, under PCT Rule 13.2, they lack the same or 
corresponding special technical features for the following reasons: 

Groups II and III do not require the pixel extraction of group I. Groups I and II do 
not require the pixel filtering of group II. Groups I and II do not require the change 
detection and averaging of group III. The species identified in group II above all recite 
mutually exclusive filtering techniques as identified above.
